Some Lies bailed at Last. 


I began life as a "printer's devil." 
It is popularly supposed that "the 
devil" sweeps out and does other dirty 
work for a year or two before promotion. 
On the first morning I reached the ofl&ce 
X was told to take things easy until the 
"old man" came cown. 
I went over to 
the bank for one of the "comps" and 
deposited $2,000 for him, cleaned up the 
foreman's $(>00 diamond, and dusted off 
« plush chair, end opened a box of Henry 
Clays for the pressman, and by that 
ame the editor came down in his car- 
riage. 
He ordered his coachman to give 
me an airing, and when I returned he 
benevolently observed: 
' 


"Well, Henry, you and I are to mn 
the Gazette. 
You won't have much to 
do. 
Give me about three columns of 
crispy editorial per week, and if you 
want to dash off a poem or a sketch, go 
ahead. 
Your salary 
a^tII be $30 per 
week for the first six months, and you 
will occupy one of the spare chambers 
in my residence—the blue and gold 
one," 


He had a residence valued at $125,000, 
filled with tlie richest furniture. 
His 
wife thought nothing of giving a wash- 
woman a silk dress which cost $500 and 
had a splash of mud on it. 
No tramp 
went away with less than $20 in cash. 
Their ice "cream for one season cost $2- 
426.75, and thev-were astonished at the 
smallness of the bill. 
One of the rooms 
was known as "the coupon room." A 
young man with very delicate com- 
plexion spent eight hours i)er day the 
year round in this rooom shearing off 
coupons from bonds, and from November 
1 to December 31 he had to have two 
assistants. 


While the bona pde circulation of the 
Gazette was close on to 200,000, the edi- 
tor kept the figures at 1,400 in order to 
avoid a rush of patronage. 
He paid six 
of the largest merchants in the city $2- 
000 per year each not to advertise with 
us, as their advertising would make ex- 
tra work for the comi^ositors. 
What ad- 
vertising we did do was very high-toned, 
and was charged for at the rate of $2- 
per word. 
The salaries paid to em- 
ployes were not as large as in some 
^offices, because we could not a£Ford it, 
but every one who had been on the 
Gazette two years had saved suflBcient 
money to buy a house and lot and horse 
and carriage. 


Dunng my ten years in the office I 
never knew us to be hard up but once. 
The proprietor bought a gold mine in 
California, a coffee i)lantation in Brazil, 
and a railroad in New England at one 
time, and carelessly made out the jiapers 
so that we had to raise about $3,600,000 
in one day. 
We raised it, but I had to 
chip in fifteen cents from my private 
finances to make up the sum. 
It was 
only a week later that the wife of the 
proprietor paid $6,000 in cash for a blue- 
faced sunflower for a comer of the back 
yard, and the only remark nade by her 
husband as he learned of the purchase 
was: 


"Why, my dear, you should have 
taken a i)air"at $ll,00b." 


In the seventh year of my stay the 
Gazette changed liands. 
There was the 
usual notice of sheriff's sale, and of the 
plant being bid in by a young and enter- 
prising man whf> would seek to make it 
a i)opular f)rgan, etc., but that was all 
tar. 
The proprietor sold out to open a 
chain of national banks ext(!nding from 
Portland to Galveston, and to put five 
new lines of ocean steamers inte opera- 
tion. 
I can remember the day he left 
the town. I was called ui)on to see his 
wife's jewelry to the special car char- 
tered for it. 
There were seven large 
dry-goods boxes full, and a peck or so 
of diamonds which could not be crowded 
in WM brongt along in a ooflfee HMdu

Belmont, ctmirman of the committee 
on foreign affairs, opened the debate on 
the retaliation bill by recalling the fact 
that he had introduced a bill last year 
similar to that under consideration, ap- 
proving the terms of the pending meas- 
ure and recommending its passage. 


McCreary, of Kentucky, said 
the 
president's views as expressed by his 
message, should be upheld by the coun- 
try. 
The presdent would have been 
subjected to criticism if he had endeav- 
ored to retaliate against Canada without 
the special authority requested to be 
conferred. 
Now there was nothing left 
but retaliation. 


GENERAL HARRISON. 


Re is Accorded a Hearty Weleonie by 
His Republican Friends. 


According to the extensively adver- 
tised arrangements, General Harrison 
and his party arrived in tbe city at 1:60 
p. m., via the Wabash train, from To- 
ledo. 


Although a procession of little girls, 
carrying flowers, with quite an outpour- 
ing cf repahl loans, marched to the de- 
pot, they were lost in the throng, which 
of respectable prr.portions, 
thr ladles predominating. 


General Uarrison was greeted by three 
cheers as he bowed from the platform of 
his special coach and with Judge Woods 
and the ladies of the party were escorted 
to carriages. 


They were warmly welcomed on Cal- 
houn street, the City ba^id and a cannon 
salute contributing largely to the noise. 


Mrs. Harrifeon and Mrs. Woods and 
daughter were driven to the residence of 
Mrs. J. L. Williams, on West Wayne 
street, where a pleasant reception was 
held. 


General Harrison, Judge Woods and 
the newspaper men with tbern. repaired 
to a grove at the corner of Barr and 
Holirrau streets, and from a stand erected 
there Oenerui Harrison spoke. 


Mr. C. D. Law, superintendent of the 
Pittsburg road, very handsomely intro- 
duced General Harrison and was greeted 
with applause as generous as was ac- 
corded the general. 


Aftt r some hesitation occasioned by 
the little misses tossing their flowers on 
the stand, the general proceeded to ex- 
press thanks for the welcome. 
He ad- 
mitted that it was not altogether for 
him but for the political cause he repre- 
sente. 
He alluded in a general way to 
the tariff question, said it was squarely 
before tn-. people and "for weal or for 
woe" must be decided. 
He alluded to 
the prosperity of the nation and its peo- 
ple, asserting that no other country 
or people could approach our position. 
He referred to the growth of Fort 
Wayne, attributed it to the great shops, 
and contended that Americans could not 
maintain their standard of excellence in 
competition with the old world. 
He 
asked his hearers, and they were nu- 
merous, to weigh the tariff question, ad- 
vised them to be informed on the issues 
of the day, and with these general sug- 
gestions concluded, to indulge in hand 
shaking. 
He is looking very well, his 
recreation having benefitted him greatly. 


Notwithstanding that the 
greeUng 
was hearty from the republican masses, 
but not phenomenally so either, one 
could not but note the exclusiveness 
about the management. 


The whole affair had a monopolistic 
air about it. 
Railroad officials, high 
and low were profuse in tiieir honors, 
and no urging was spared to see that 
subordinates 
welcomed the general. 
The speakers stand was strangely close 
to the Pittsburg shops. 
This however, 
will not change the politics of free burn 
citiaeriB any more than Supt. Law's 
presidency of the railroad club will, but 
it wonld seem to be aimed that way. 
It was courteous indeed to permit the 
Pittsburg shop employes to look at the 
general at their expense, for they work 
on piece scedules and the company 
loses nothing by an hour's suspension. 


General Barrison's welcome, however, 
was cordial and highly proper. 
He is a 
representative citisen of Indiana and 
the candidate of a great party for presi- 
dent.

Mr. John Kelsey, of Zwiesville, Ind. 
died Friday afternoon, Aug. 24, 1888, at 
the advanced age of ninety-three yean 
one month and twenty days. 


He was born in Keutaoky Jaly 4tb, 
1794, and moved from there with his 
parents to Ohio wliile he? was a yonug 
boy; their goods being transport^ by 
paok horses, which wt<8 then the only 
mode of traveling. Here he resided 
number of years, and was united in mar- 
riage with Oiarissa Stansnll October 25, 
1821, who died July 8, 1886. 
He was 
the leading merchant of Bpringborough, 
Ohio, for some time, where he accumu- 
lated a snug fortune. He then moved 
to Bush county, Ind., and invested in a 
large tract of land. A family^ oi sevg^ 
boys and three girls was'^ear^ of 
which five boys and one girl stirvive 
him. In the year 1848 he sold his land 
in Bush county and, accompanied by 
his children, came to Allen county, to 
make from nature's wild Eden a home. 
He endured the hardships incident to 
the settlers of a new country with pa- 
tience, and was at one time a man of 
much local prominence, mental power 
and moral force; was a member of the 
Baptist church more than sixty years, 
adhering strictly to the doctrine of that 
denomination, being an earnest chris- 
tian: a devoted father, whose memory 
will be cherished by his children as one 
of the inspiring forces of their lives. As 
the kindest of friends, he was loved and 
honored by all who knew him; and now 
that death has claimed hia victory, we 
can only say, "He has been garnered as 
a sheaf that is fnlly ripe;" rest thou in

The Wonderful Flea. 


Let UB put our flea under the mioro- 
flcope. 
It seems to be clothed in a sort 
of armor formed of brown, overlapping 
plates that are so exceedingly tough as 
to be almost indestructible. 
Its head ia 
small and very thin, and it has a single 
eye upon each side. 
This eye is black, 
and the rays of light scintillate within 
it like s])arks of fire. Puget managed 
to look through one of these eyes, and 
he found tliat it diminished in size,while 
it multiplied them in number—a man 
' apjjearing like 
an 
army of fairies, 
and the fíame of a candle becoming a 
thousand tiny stars. 


From the shape of its head, and for 
other reason.s, the tíea is supposed to 
^ use only one eye at a time. 
The offen- 
, sive wea])on of the flea ia composed of 
¡ two paliii, or feeiers, two jiierces and a 
j tongue. 
When it feeds it stands erect, 
thrusting this sucker into the flesh; and 
it will eat without intermission until 
disturbed, for it voids as fast as it swal- 
lows it food. 
It is interesting to put 
several in a glass, and. giving them a 
pier-e of raw meat, see them all standing 
on tlieir hind legs to .suck up its juices. 


Tlieir manner of breathing is still un- 
determined, but it is thought most prob- 
able that they receive air into their 
bodies through small holes at the end 
of the palpi. 


The legs of a flea are marvels of 
strength and elasticity. They are joined 
to the body by long teJidons that act 
like wire springs. 
In making its leap, 
which, it is said, can cover 200 times its 
own length, the flea draws the leg close 
up to the body and tlien tkrows it out 
with great force; but the impulse pro- 
ceeds from the first joint alone, the 
others only increasing it by their stretch 
while the leap is being made. 


Fleas are possessed of great strength. 
Mortffet tells of a mechanic who made a 
gold chain, as long as his finger, that a 
flea dragged 
after him, and a golden 
chariot, which he drew also. 
Bingley 
writes of a watchmaker in the Strand 
who had an ivorv', four-wheeled chase, 
with a coachman on its box, drawn by a 
flea. 
The same man afterward made a 
carriage with six horses, a coachman, 
four persons inside, two footmen behind 
and a postilion on one of the horses, all 
of which was drawn by a single flea. 


Latriella 
mentions 
a flea which 
dragged a silver cannon of twenty-foTir 
times its OAvn weight, 
moimted on 
wheels, and showed no fear when it was 
charged with gimpowder and fired oflT. 
Eene says that he saw three fleas draw- 
ing a tiny omnibus; that a pair drew a 
chariot, and that a brass cannon was 
dragged by a single one. 


There are several varieties of fleas, 
but they are so much alike that their 
diflferences are interesting only to scien- 
tific people. 
The cat flea will do as well 
as any to show us the process of breed- 
ing. 
During the spring and summer 
months she simply drops her eggs into 
the fur of the cat; but in the autumn 
and winter she glues each firmly ujKjn 
a hair. 
These eggs are so small as to 
be barely visi})le to the naked eye, but 
under the microscope they are very 
beautiful, looking like the 
loveliest 
pearls, and nre jjerfectly translucent. 
The flea deposits nearly 200 at a time, 
running about and droTJjjing them here 
and there. 
They soon hatch into small, 
white, footless worms. 
In from one to 
two weeks they go into cocoon. 
Noth- 
ing can be i>rettier than this cocoon. 
I 
wish I could show it to you, but will try 
to describe it. 
It is like a flask of dear 
glass, tinged at the edge with pearly 
tints, and dotted over with gold. 
The 
little sleeper within lies in a circle, is 
rose-colored, and looks like the delicate 
petal of a flower. In about six weeks 
he reaches maturity. 
At first he is not 
larger than a mite, but when well fed 
grows quickly in size and strength. 


Fleas are quarrelsome 
and 
great 
fighters. 
When several are confined in 
a glass they wül stand on their hind 
legs striking at their opjx)nents with the 
others, and roll over and over each 
other, losing legs and antenme, and at 
last giving up their lives in the 
fight. 
There is a record of a flea which lived 
ten days after such an encounter with 
no antenme, three plates of his side 
broken in, one eye gone, and with only 
four legs, and these cut off to the first 
joints. 


Fleas are supposed to feel a great an- 
Üpathy to wormwood and other bitter 
herbs; and in England the country peo- 
ple have a habit of placing these about 
their cottages for the purpose of banish- 
itr the little pests.—S. L.

The majority of people who ta]ce taaj 
feterestin 
diainonds imagine that the 
entting of the stone is the most diffionlt 
part, but that is a mistake. 
When it 
Bomee to the polishing the most skillful 
work has to be done. 


The first process the rough stone 
passes through is the "cleaviiiB'—^which 
b what most people call catting. 
A 
diisel is used to cleave off rough parts, 
Kod the cleavage is made into diamond 
dost. 


Then oomes the tedious part 
Two 
diamonds are employed, each cemented 
Into the end of a stick. 
The stones are 
then nibbed together with a strong 
pressure. 


This requires considerable expeiienoe. 
As it can only be done by hand, it iJbo 
roqtures 
considerable muscle. 
"After 
this process, the skill of the expert is 
tried. 


The gem is placed in a solder setting, 
and is ^ e n fastened to a piece of wood 
about two feet long. 
A steel whed 
eighteen inches in diameter, making 
twenty-five hundred revolutions a min" 
nte, is used as the polisher. 
The stone 
in the wood is so arranged as to be bal- 
anced on and .«gainst the wheel, pro- 
ducing only a slight friction. 
Diamond 
dust is used on the wheel. 
An expert 
can tell in a minute as soon as the pol- 
ishing of a facet is completed. 
Some- 
times there are knots in the gems, 
and 
their hardness cannot be imagined. 


The forms usually adopted in cutting 
the diamond are the briUiant, the rose, 
uid the table. 
The first shows the gem 
k> the best advantage. 
It is composed 
of a principal face, called the table, sur- 
mounted by a number of facets which 
are ont upon that part of the stone 
which shows above the setting, and 
which is called the bezel. 
The rose, 
whicih is very brilliant, is flat below, 
and oat into facets entirely over the 
apx>er surface.

The Wonderful Flea. 
i put our flea under'the miaro- 


aoope. It seems to be clothed in a sort 
of armor formed of brown, overlapping 
plates that are so exceedingly tough as 
to be almost indestructible. Its head is 
•mall and very thin-, and it has a single 
eye upon each side. This eye is black, 
and the rays of light scintillate within 
it like sparks of fin. Fnget managed 
to look through one of these' eyes, and

From the shape of ito head, and for 
her reasons, the flea is supposed to 
ise only one eye at a time.

It is interesting to put 
everal in a glass, and, giving them a 
tece of raw meat, see them all standing 
i their hind legs to snok up its juices.

The legs of a flea are marvels of 


strength and elasticity. They are joined 
o the body by long tendons that act 
ike wire springs. In making its leap, 
hich, it is said, can cover 200 times its 
wn length, the flea draws the leg close 
p to the body and then throws it out 
with great force; but the impulse pro- 
ceeds from the first joint alone, the

tene says that he saw three fleas draw- 
ng a tiny omnibus; that a pair drew a 
hariot, and that a .brass cannon was 
lagged by a single one. 
There are several varieties of fleas, 


rat they ar» so much alike that their 
differences are interesting only to scien- 
tific people. The cat flea will do as well 
as any to show us the process of breed- 
ng. During the spring and summer 
months she simply drops her eggs into 
the fur of the cat; but in the autumn 
aud winter she glues each firmly upon 
a hair. These eggs are so small as to 
be barely visible to the naked eye, but 
under the microscope they are very 
beautiful, looking like the loveliest 
leads, and are perfectly translucent. 
Pho flea deposits nearly 200 at a time, 
running about and dropping them here 
and there. They soon hatch into small, 
white, footless worms. In from one to 
wo weeks they go into cocoon, , Noth- 
ing eon be prettier than this cocoon. I 
wish I could show it to you, but will try 
to describe it. It is like a flask of clear 
glass, tinged at the edge with pearly 
ints, and dotted over with gold. The 
ittle sleeper within lies in a circle, ia 
rose-colored, and looks like tho delicate 
petal of a flower. In about six weeks 
ke reaches maturity. At first he is not 
larger than a mite, but when well fed 
grows quickly in size and strength. 
Fleas are quarrelsome and great 


fighters. When several are confined in 
a glass they will stand on their hind 
legs striking at their opponents with the 
others, and roll over aud over each 
other, losing legs aud anteunrc, and at 
last giving up their lives in the fight, 
There is a record of a flea whioh lived 
ten days after such au encounter *with 


anteunai, three plates of his side 


broken in, one eye gone, and with only 
four legs, and these cut off to the first 
jointe. 


Fleas are supposed to feel a great an- 
puthy to wormwood and other bitter 


herbs; and in England the country peo- 
ple have a habit of placing these about 
their cottages for the purpose of baniah-

The gem is placed in a solder setting, 


and is then fastened to a piece of wood 
about two feet long. A steel wheel 
eighteen inches in diameter, roafrmg 
fcweaty-nTe hundred revolutions a min- 
ute, is used as the polisher.

The forms usually adopted in cutting 


the diamond are the brilliant, the rose, 
and the table. The first shows the gem 
to the best advantage. It is composed 
of a principal face, called the table, sur- 
mounted by a number of facets which 
aro out upon that part of the stone 
which shows above the setting, and 
which is called the bezel. The rose, 
which is very brilliant, is flat below, 
and out into facets entirely over the 
upper surface.
